Applicants proposed amendments remove the phrase "comprising" from claim 1, so as 
to make it of indefinite scope. The use of the phrase "substantially intact" is potentially 
indefinite, as is the phrase "red color range," These raise new issues and may require a new 
search. 

Applicants' arguments of 03/30/01 have been reviewed but not found to be persuasive. 
Specifically, Applicants present arguments that are directed to proposed amendments and 
because they are not being entered, said arguments are not persuasive. Some of these 
arguments are of opinion nature and would be best presented in an affidavit or declaratory 
format.
